Center of Gravity 
The center of gravity of the 
human being is the second lumbar 
vertebra, which i 
about a hand’s 
breadth below the last rib. Toe

through the hip joint, upwards to 
a point just at the junction of the 
spine and the skull. 
Anything which throws this line 
off balance—-such as bad sitting 
posture at a school desk, for in­ 
stance-- creates a loss of equilib­ 
rium. With lo ss of equilibrium the 
body does not fall, but attempts 
to prevent it by muscular activity. 
W ren the line of gravity is off, 
thi- muscular activity is neces­ 
sarily a muscular strain. When 
the line of gravity is thrown back­ 
wards 
a very common form of 
faulty posture— the muscles of the 
abdomen are thrown into spasm 
for correction, imitating various 
forms of digestive disturbance.
